(b) The Conmi ssion consists of 15 menbers: the Adjutant

CGCeneral, the State Hi storian, the Director of the |1llinois

State Miseum and the Director of the H storic Preservation

Agency, all ex officio; 4 nenbers of the General Assenbly,

one of whom shall be appointed by the President of the

Senate, one by the Mnority Leader of the Senate, one by the
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Speaker of the House of Representatives, and one by the

Mnority Leader of the House of Representatives; and 7

residents of the State appointed by the Governor. Wen

appoi nting nenmbers to the Commission, the Governor nust

endeavor to appoint persons in a nenner to nmaintain as

regionally diverse a nenbership as possible. Per sons

appointed to the Commi ssion should provide it with experi ence

in areas such as, but not limted to, knowl edge of nmlitary

history, particularly of the Anerican Cvil War, and the

education of «citizens. Any vacancy in the Comm ssi on shal

be filled by an appointnent in the sane nmanner as the

original appointnent. Menbers of the Conmmi ssion shall serve

wi t hout conpensation, but shall be reinbursed for their

reasonable expenses incurred in the performance of their

duti es.
